cause it prevents the bone dis- 
ease called rickets. Amongst 
seveal vital functions performed 
in the body by Vitamin D is 
that of enabling. the calcium 
and phosphorous, which the 
body receives from various -food, 
to be built into the bone struc- 
ture. 

Vitamin Df is essential to the 
production Pf healthy bones and 
strong teeth. It is sometimes 
known also as the “repair” vita- 
min. as it plays a part in the 
repair of damaged body tissue. 

As mentioned earlier, vitamins 
A and D are the two important 
foods which provide either or 
fat-soluble vitamins, so that the 
both are the oils and fats. Cod 
Liver Oil is a rich source; in 
fact the livers of several kinds 
of fish are commercial sources 
of vitamins A and D.- 

Milk and butter may contain 
vitamin D. Eggs at certain 
stages have traces of Vitamin 
A; the body also manufactures 
some of this vitamin fram the 
yellow vegetables such as carrots 
which contain what are called 
“terotehoids” which are con- 
verted in the body’s digestive 
processes into Vitamin A. 





However, the actual vitamin 
content of ordinary foods varies 
a great deal with such factors 
as storage, exposure to heai, 
cold and light. This must be 
remembered whenever one is as- 
sessing the vitamin values of 
foods. which repeatedly are 
sources of particular vitamins. 
Even fresh foods vary. a great 
deal regarding vitamin content. 

We-have just mentioned some 
of the factors which may oper- 
ate to cause a deterioration of 
vitamins in certain foods: stor- 
age, the effects of heat, cold and 
light. There are many other 
y actors which need to be con- 
sidered. too. For example, fresh 
eggs are very much richer in 
vitamins during the first five 
weeks of the laying season. Af- 
ter five weeks there is a sharp 
decline in their vitamin con- 
stituents. 5

The natural food sources of 
Vitamin C include milk, fresh 
fruits especially the berry and 
citrus fruits and tomatoes. 

However, it must be remem- 
bered that while these foods

tioned earlier.
